offer of ten thousand dollars 
and 
immunity from prosecution in return 
for appointing a 
Marion 
county 
prosecutor whom the Ivu Klux Ivlan 
could control was refused by W ar- 
ren T. McCray oh the eve of his in­ 
dictment for private business prac­ 
tices, the Indianapolis Times 
de­ 
clared in a copyrighted story today. 
McCray then was governor of In ­ 
diana, and his ‘‘heroic and courag­ 
eous action” ,w as asserted by 
the 
Times to be “ the most 
dram atic 
chapter of Indiana’s political 
his­ 
to ry .” Less than a week later, 
the 
procession of events that took 
him 
to the A tlanta federal penitentiary 
started. McCray, the Times 
said, 
knew what was forthcoming, but re ­ 
fused to barter public office even to 
save himself. 
The Times, 
a 
Seripps-Howard 
newspaper, brought some new names 
into Indiana’s trouhulous investiga­ 
tion—those of William P. 
Evans, 
Marion county prosecutor and Mc­ 
C ray ’s son-in-law who w a s resign­ 
ing at that time, and 
George 
A. 
Coffin, republican 
“ boss” of 
the 
county, Governor Ed Jackson was 
mentioned again. 
The offer came 
through 
Coffin, 
said the Times, and was carried to 
McCray by Jackson, then Secretary 
of State. Jackson, according to the 
Times, left a conference in 
which 
he, Coffin 
and a 
man 
who 
ha.d 
agreed to furnish the money under 
a working agreement were 
sitting, 
and went directly to the office 
of 
the governor, hut it took 
Met ray 
only a few minutes to fathom why 
he was being approached, and 
re ­ 
fused to co-operate. 
“ I have lost my 
money,” 
the 
Times quoted McCray as saying. “ I 
may lose my office. 1 may lose 
my 
liberty, but 1 have not reached 
a 
point where 1 would barter public 
office in this m anner.” 
The Times says it “ has been fu r­ 
nished the facts in this m atter 
in 
detail and intimate circumstances. 
“ The incident”, the Times

tinues, “ occurred "on Dec. 8, 1923, 
at the time that McCray had been 
indicted by a Marion county grand

and threw' the plane in which he and 
a friend were riding into a tail- 
spin. Today Ray W estphall, 21, of 
Dundee, 111., and Irwin Hybel, 22, 
of Chicago, are dead and their pilot 
Carl Hawkinson, 31, is critically in­ 
jured. 
Hawkinson last evening offered to 
take W estphall and Hybel up in his 
plane as passengers. They had never 
ridden in ail airplane before 
and 
were glad to accept. They took off 
from a private landiiig 
field 
near 
Morton Grove, while members of the 
Glenview golf club, nearby, watched 
them through field glasses from the 
clubhouse. 
The plane had risen only 150 feet 
when it started its tail spin 
and 
crashed. The two passengers 
were 
killed almost instantly and Hawkin- 
son was badly burned. At the hos­ 
pital to wTiich be w'as taken it was 
said his condition was critical. 
Although Hawkinson was unable 
to explain the accident, another pilot 
who watched the crash, said Haw- 
kinson’s plane was equipped with a 
dual control handle in one of the 
passenger’s seats and th a t appar­ 
ently one of his passengers had pul­ 
led this by mistake. This threw the 
nose of the plane alm ost straight Yip 
and since 
it had not picked

enough speed for

ascent, the result was a tail spin.

John Early, Again a R un­ 


away, Has Escaped From 


Colony M any Times — 


A lw ays 
Comes 
Back 


W hen M oney Gives Out.

New Orleans, La., July 21— John 
Early, America’s most fam ous leper 
has escaped once more. 
Wei 1 on the road to a complete 
cure at state’s leprosarium at Carr- 
ville, La., this 
Spanish-American 
War veteran, who 
contracted 
the 
disease while on military service in 
the Philippine 
Islands, 
has 
run 
away from the federal hospital, and 
vanished into the midst oi a 
na­ 
tion of more than 100,000,000 peo­ 
ple. 
They can’t tell you up at 
Carr- 
ville, just how many escapes 
this 
makes for Early— not unless they 
go over the records 
back 
toward 
1908 when lie was 
first 
officially 
pronounced a leper and placed 
in 
confinement. 
John is an incurable runaway and 
lias escaped prooably 20 times. 
Chaulmoogra on taken by injec­ 
tions into the body, is the treatment 
that within two years wouid 
have 
set John Early free. 
Chaulmoogra 
oil— a treatment for leprosy that is 
more than one thousand years old 
has been made much more effective 
by modern science. 
“ There is no longer any question 
in our m inds,’’ says Hr. O. E. Den­ 
ney, 
of the U. S. Public Health 
Service, in charge 
of the 
U. 
S. 
leprosarium 
at 
Carrville, 
“ that, 
when we get hold o f a ease of lep- |

the 
world. lie has nobody but himself 
to thank for it. 
Too 
often 
John 
Early has set the 
whole 
United 
States by the ears. 
Back in 1898 he 
ilisted in 
the 
army and 
fought 
through 
the 
Spanish American *\\ ar, with 
ser­ 
vice in Cuba and the 
Philippines. 
He was honorably discharged after 
the war ended. He married. 
Two 
children were born. 
Then the 
symptoms 
of 
some 
strange disease appeared 
on 
his 
skin. Doctors were baffled. At last, 
as an ex-soldier, Early 
went 
to 
Washington and appealed 
to 
the 
government health 
authorities. 
They placed him in 
quarantine 
near W ashington. 
They took 
an 
abandoned 
house, surrounded 
it 
with a barbed wire fenee, and put 
an armed guard to patrol 
outside 
that fence. 
Then the doctors decided 
John 
Early had leprosy, and bis 
whole 
world came tumbling down 
about 
his ears. He fought the decision. 
Early was taken in custody to a 
New York hospital, and later trans­ 
ferred to the U. S. leper colony at 
Carrville. There he has been a col­ 
orful figure ever since. 
He 
organ­ 
ized a club at Carrville. the mem-

sight days and weeks, months ev­ 


en, and bob uu again anywhere 
in 


the United States. 
Once he went 
to 
Washington, 
registered at a 
prominent 
hotel, 


enjoyed 
the sights of the capital 
for two weeks, and

and weary, gave himself up to the 


federal health authorities. 
About six months 
ago he 
es­ 
caped, went to North Carolina, and 
set up a camp near Burnsville, on 
a tract of land 
he 
claimed 
he 
owned. When he got tired of camp­ 
ing out he invited the 
authorities 
to come and get him. 
Always at the end of his innum­ 
erable escapes to freedom, 
Early 
comes back or is brought back to 
Dr. William C. Fowler, at W ash­ 
ington, his oldest friend. 
Now it happens that Dr. Fowler 
has a large staff o f clerks 
and 
stenographers, girls and men alike. 
And while Dr. Fowler has a physi­ 
cian’s 
indifference to 
associating 
with a leper, his o 
ce staff 
can^t 
get that 
viewpoint. 
Too 
many 
times John Early has walked into 
the office, walked 
down the 
long 
aisles, and brushed slqeves, 
with 
groomed clerks. They don’t like 
it. 
So now, when the wires carry the 
news that John Early is out again, 
there is always a near-walkout 
in 
Dr. Fowler’s office until the 
leper 
is safely back at Carrville. 
But that office has 
developed 
a 
system . There is one old 
employe 
who knows 
John 
Early 
well 
by 
sight. The minute the daily 
papers 
carry the news that

is out again, that employe goes on 
sentry duty. And the office

New Orleans, La., July 21—John 


Early, America's most famous leper 
has escaped once more. 


Well on the road to a complete 


cure at state's leprosarium at Carr- 
rille, La., this 
Spanish-American 


War veteran, who contracted 
the 


disease while'on military service in 
the Philippine 
Islands, 
has 
run 


away from the federal hospital, and 
vanished into the midst of a na- 
tion of more than 100,000,000 peo- 
ple. 


They can't tell you up at 
Carr- 


ville, just how many escapes this 
makes for Early—not unless they 
go over the records back toward 
1908 when he was 
first 
officially 


pronounced a, }eper and placed 
MS 


confinement. 


John is an incurable runawayyand' 


an:-, escaped pruuaMy 20 times.

"There is no longer any qncstiun 


in our minds," says Dr. O. E. Hen- 
ney, of the U. S. Public

Service, in charge of the

leprosarium at 
Carrville, "that 


when we get hold of a case of lep 
rosy early enough, 
and treat

would have discharged John Early." 


All patients at the 
leprosarium 


ixcept Early are protected bv an- 
onymity. 


But it. would have been 
foolish, 


.e authorities 
knew, to try to 


shroud John Early with the protec- 
tion of anonymity, for he 
is the 


most widely known leper 
in 
the 


world. He has nobody but himself 
to thank for it. 
Too often John 


Early has set the 
whole United 


States by the ears. 


Back in 1898 he 
msted in the 


army and 
fought through 
the 


Spanish American War, with 
ser- 


vice in Cuba and the Philippines. 
He was honorably discharged after 
the war ended. He married. 
Two 


children were born. 


Then the 
symptoms of 
some 


strange disease appeared on ;his 
skin. Doctors were baffled. At'last, 
as an ex-soldier, Early 
went to 


Washington and appealed 
to 
the 


government health authorities. 


They placed him in 
quarantine 


near Washington. . They took 
an 


abandoned 
house, surrounded .. it 


with a barbed wire fence, and put 
an armed guard to patrol outside 
that fence. 


Then the doctors decided John 


Early had leprosy, and his whole 
world came tumbling down 
about 


his ears. He fought the decision. 


- Early was taken in custody to a 
New York hospital, and later trans- 
ferred to the U. S. leper colony at 
Carrville. There he has been a col-' 
orfnl figure ever since. He organ- 
ized a club at Carrville. the mem- 


bers all_ ex service men who ,-had 


it developed leprosy. 
They built 
a 


club house on the 
edge 
of 
the 


colony and fitted it 
up with 
all 


conveniences. But John Early had 
the itching foot. 


The 
government 
paid 
him a 


'pension lor his army services. He 
would let the pension cheeks 
pile 


up until they totaled 
a 
sizeable 


sum. Then .he would vanish 
from 


the leper colony, to keep out 
of 


Bight dapT; «nd weeks, inontta "ev- 
en,, and too on again anywjM** » 


e\ United' States. 
Once be went 
to 
Washington, 


registered at * . prominent 
hotel, 


enjoyed the sights of the capital 
for two weeks, ana ~ then, 
broke 


and weary, gave himself np to the 
federal health authorities. ' 


About 'six months ago he er- 


caped, went to North Carolina, and 
set np a camp near Bnmsyille, on 
a tract of land -h* claimed 
'he, 


owned. When he opt tire* of camp4 
ing out he invited,, the 'authorities 
to come and get him. 


Always at the end of his innam- 


erable escapes tot freedom, 
EaHy 


comes hack; or is brought back to 
Dr. Waiam C. Fowler, at, Wash- 
ington, his oldest friend. 


Now it happens that Dr. Fowler 


has a large staff of clerks 
and 


stenographers, girts and men alike. 
And while Dr. Fowler has a physi- 
cian's .indifference to 
associating 


with a leper, his o ee staff: cant 
get that 
viewpoint. 
Too 
many 


times John Early las walked into 
the office, walked down the long 
aisles, and brushed sleeves! with 
groomed clerks. They don't Ijke it. 
So now, .when the wires, carry the 
news that John Early is out again, 
there is always a near-walkout in 
Dr. Fowler's office until the leper 
is safely back at Carrville. 


But that office has developed a 


system. There is one old 
employe 


who knows John Early well by 
sight. The minute the daily papers 
carry the news that 
John Early 


is out again, that employe goes on 
sentry duty. And the office 
works 


peacefully away, knowing that some 
time, sooner or later, the door will 
open and- the 
sentry will 
call: 


"Here he comes!"
